Man left for dead in pool of blood for 12 hours

A man was rushed to hospital 
with serious head injuries after 
he was savagely beaten in his 
Surbiton flat and left in a pool of 
blood for 12 hours. 

The 21-year-old - named locally as 
Dean - was said to be in a stable con¬ 
dition after the incident at about 
11pm on Saturday, June 13. 

The Ewell Road flat, above DST 
Chinese Medical Centre, was cor¬ 
doned off by police for more than 48 
hours while forensic officers collect¬ 
ed DNA evidence. 

His blood had soaked the sofa and 
been splattered around the flat, 
neighbours claimed after speaking 
to the officers who guarded the cor¬ 
don. 

A source said he had been beaten 
savagely and police confirmed he 
had been lying bleeding in the flat

for 12 hours before a friend found 
him. 

The victim, described as white and 


of slim build, was understood to 
have been in intensive care in hospi¬ 
tal, but is now in a stable condition. 
The hospital is not being revealed 
because of fears for his safety. 

Rumours circulated that the man 
had been stabbed, but a police 
spokeswoman later said a weapon 
had been probably not been used. 

The victim was understood to have 
been living in the flat with his 
boyfriend, who had been renting it 
from a man who spends a lot of time 
in Thailand. 

Police said no arrests had been 
made but there were potential sus¬ 
pects and leads were being followed 
up. 

Officers had been called to Ewell 
Road the previous night and local 
residents suspected it was linked to 
the attack, but a police spokeswom¬ 
an said they were attending an unre¬ 
lated burglary. 

Neighbour John Owens said: “I’ve 


been living here for 18 months and 
I’ve never seen anyone coming in or 
out of the flat. I’m amazed it hap¬ 
pened just across the road.” 

One of Mr Owens’ friends, an 82- 
year-old woman, reported seeing a 
man covered in blood in the grounds 
of Surbiton Methodist Church on 
Sunday and she gave him money for 
food. 

When police were told, dozens of 
officers descended on the Ewell Road 
area to search for the man, neigh¬ 
bours claimed. 

A nearby shopkeeper, who asked 
not to be named, said the victim had 
not lived there long but seemed po¬ 
lite and friendly. 

He added: “Everyone’s been talk¬ 
ing about what has happened be¬ 
cause the police have been outside 
the flat for so long. 

“It must be serious.”

The Parking and Traffic 
Appeals Service (Patas) went 
as far as saying the whole tick¬ 
et should be cancelled. 

The ruling could affect the 
council because it introduced 
a surcharge of 1.04 per cent 
on credit card payments

in August last year. 

Kingston Council decided to 
suspend the surcharge on 
Friday, June 12. 

Councillor Derek Osbourne 
was worried what affect the 
decision would have on council 
finances. 

He said: “It worries me it 
might impact on taxpayers 
because the cost would have to 
be recovered from somewhere. 

“We’ll see how it pans out in 
the longer term. 


“People who make these deci¬ 
sions don’t have any idea of 
the costs. 

“It will end up costing more 
to track down the people who 
may be entitled to a refund.” 

A council spokesman said 
Kingston sought legal advice 
before introducing a surcharge 
for credit card use and will 
now wait to see if other local 
authorities are required to 
reimburse payments. 

In January, London General 
Transport Services Limited 
was given a £120 penalty 
charge notice by Camden 


Council, but it appealed, claim¬ 
ing the surcharge was unfair 
when they had no choice but to 
pay. 

Patas adjudicator Henry 
Greenslade agreed and said 
the rules regarding surcharges 
could not be clearer, so the 
appeal was allowed. 

If Camden Council is unsuc¬ 
cessful in appealing the ruling, 
it is possible every ticket paid 
for with a credit card could be 
challenged.

Failed grant bid 

Struggling charity Oxygen was facing an of¬ 
ficers’ recommendation of refusal for a 
grant as the Kingston Guardian went to 
press. 

The youth charity applied for £5,791 to 
run 25 workshops and an art exhibition to 
raise environmental awareness among 125 
young people and was due to find out its fate 
at a meeting on Tuesday evening. 

But officers at the council said the project 
was expensive, given other pressures on 
this year’s grants. The council has £25,000 
for environmental grants each year. 

Director Richard James said: “It will be a 
disappointment if we don’t get it because 
every project you plan, you put your heart 
and soul into it.” 

The charity recently managed to claw its 
way back from the brink of debt after the 
recession led to a lack of donations and it 
looked as though it would end the financial 
year £10,000 in the black. Oxygen was 
awarded £1,653 last year for a similar activi¬ 
ty but will be forced to cancel its plans for 
this year, if councillors follow the recom¬ 
mendation.

Father cleared of abusing his son 


An 80-year-old man has been 
cleared of sexually abusing his 
son nearly 30 years ago. 

The Kingston resident, who 
cannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, stood accused at Kingston 
Crown Court on Thursday of 
two counts of buggery and 
three counts of indecent as¬ 
sault against his son between 
1979 and 1981. 

During the three-day trial, 


the court heard from the son, 
who is now in his 40s, and his 
wife of three years as they gave 
evidence against the accused. 

The son claimed he took part 
in sex sessions in the family 
home when he was 11 or 12, 
which the father denied. 

Both his mother, in her 70s, 
and father, who are still togeth¬ 
er, took the stand to deny all of 
the allegations. 


“How would a boy of 11 know 
about all these things?” said 
the father in a police interview 
read out in court by Detective 
Sergeant Martin Jones. 

The jury returned verdicts of 
not guilty on all counts on 
Thursday afternoon, after leav¬ 
ing to start their deliberations 
at 10.15am the previous day.

Disabled rights worker 
and caterer honoured

A campaigner on rights for the dis¬ 
abled and elderly, and a hospital 
caterer who feeds patients organic 
oats, were among those recognised in 
this year’s Queen’s birthday honours. 

Surbiton’s Ann Macfarlane bettered 
her 1992 MBE when she was made an 
OBE in this year’s list for services to 
disabled people, after her years of 
work with social care for the elderly. 

A keen visitor of art galleries, mu¬ 
seums and gardens, the popular local 
figure is well recognised in the com¬ 
munity for her work with Kingston 
Centre for Independent Living, which 
she helped found in 1968. 

Miss Macfarlane has suffered from 
a form of rheumatoid arthritis called 
Still’s disease since she was four, and 
after spending many of her early 
years confined to her bed is now hard 
to slow down as she rushes around 
helping others. 

Speaking as the news broke, the 70- 
year-old said she felt lucky to be still 
alive to receive the award. 

She said: “I feel really honoured - I 
know it sounds quite trite but I gen¬ 
uinely do. 

“I don’t really know anyone with 
my condition who has lived this long, 
so I feel very privileged to still be 
here and able to do this. I may have

Miss Macfarlane was appointed to 
the board of trustees for the Social 
Care Institute for Excellence, which 
was established by Government in 
2001 to improve social care services 
for adults and children in the United 
Kingdom.

the NHS after spending the past eight 
years transforming the menu at the 
Royal Brompton Hospital. 

His radical approach to overhauling

Children as young as 10 and 12 
are being arrested for criminal 
damage, being drunk and disor¬ 
derly and possessing drugs in 
Kingston, new police figures 
show. 

The figures came to light 
through a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request to the Met which 
showed that 344 arrests on 
under 16s were made in the last 
three years. 

Criminal damage was the 
biggest problem, with 250 ar¬ 
rests made, followed by posses¬ 
sion of cannabis, for which 39 
children were arrested. 


Two children were found to be 
drunk and disorderly, the 
youngest aged just 12 . 

The youngest person to be ar¬ 
rested for criminal damage was 
10 years old, barely over the age 


of criminal responsibility 
Since 2006, the number of 
youth arrests has dropped year 
on year for all crimes except 
drug dealing, which rose to 
three cases last year. Of those, 


one was given a final warning 
and two saw no further action. 

Acting Superintendent John 
Pendleton of Kingston police 
said time and money had been 
invested in giving youths things 
to do and positive role models. 

He said: “Since we have rolled 
out safer neighbourhood teams 
across Kingston, our relation¬ 
ship with young people has 
massively improved.” 

Richard James, director of 
Kingston youth charity Oxy¬ 
gen, said Kingston town centre 
had seen aggressive behaviour 
from groups of youths some 
time ago but this had tailed off.

Kingston University already 
has a good track record for sus- 
tainibility but it hopes to make 
even more impact by bringing 
its work together under a new 
initiative. 

The establishment already 
uses rainwater to flush toilets 
and advises businesses on how 
to reduce their carbon foot¬ 
print but its latest project, the 
Sustainability Hub, goes one 
step further. 

Student projects like the uni¬ 
versity’s new green motorbike, 
degree courses with sustain¬ 
ability modules and the use of 
Fairtrade products in universi¬ 
ty shops as well as work, in¬ 
cluding clearing Kingston Hill 
pond, will come under the 
hub’s umbrella. 

Dr Ros Taylor, the hub’s di¬ 
rector, said: “There’s a lot of 


sustainable activity going on 
in the university but it’s quite 
disparate, we want to bring 
people together to exchange 
ideas, enliven debate and raise 
our profile in the community 
and beyond.” 

She said through existing 
links with universities in Old¬ 
enburg, in Germany, and 
Cadiz, in Spain, and through 


the multi-national background 
of Kingston students, the hub 
could make an international 
impact. 

It will be officially launched 
on June 22, when guests will 
include Susan Kramer MP and 
Kingston’s town centre manag¬ 
er Graham McNally. 

Short film clips and posters 
of Kingston alumni who work 


in this field, including Majken 
Moller, a senior project manag¬ 
er at non-profit recycling busi¬ 
ness London ReMade, will be 
shown at the event. 

The hub will act as a focus 
point for all aspects of sustain¬ 
ability from the way the uni¬ 
versity recycles its waste to the 
source of the food served in its 
outlets. 

It will also include curricu¬ 
lum development across all 
faculties, and will look at ways 
to increase the university’s in¬ 
volvement with community 
projects. 

Dr Taylor said: “The hub is 
an important development be¬ 
cause it’s relevant to our lives 
today. It’s engaging with both 
the outside world and with the 
next generation.”

Maybe Boris will look at local bus need? 


Requests to re-route the 
371 around Kingston Hos¬ 
pital have been turned 
down by Transport for Lon¬ 
don (TfL) because it would 
adversely affect more users 
than it would benefit. 

Those going to and from 
work don’t really want the 
extra queueing in traffic up 
Kingston Hill along 
Galsworthy Road and down 
Coombe Road etc. 

Everyone of course would 
like a bus route from where 
they live to the main hospi¬ 
tal but, alas, this is prob¬ 
lematic. 


However, the K5 already 
links north Kingston to 
Kingston Hospital but 
there are similar calls for a 
direct link from Richmond 
to the hospital. 

Our association has for 
some time been asking TfL 
to extend the K5 (Morden - 
Kingston Hospital - Ham) 
via currently unserved 
roads in Ham to Richmond. 

In addition we are seek¬ 
ing a half-hourly service in¬ 
stead of the current 
unattractive hourly fre¬ 
quency, plus a service on 
Sundays. 


We have also written 
seeking Kingston Council 
support for this to succes¬ 
sive Liberal Democrat 
chairs of transport but all 
we get is no response - 
about anything. 

Maybe now with 
widespread support we can 
get Mayor Boris Johnson’s 
TfL to seriously look at this 
local bus need. 

Finally, for the record, the 
371 “extension” to North 
Sheen Sainsburys, due in 
August, is not down to 
Sainsbury’s eager need be¬ 
cause they have been drag¬ 


ging their feet for three 
years. 

But rather TfL see this as 
a far better destination 
than the historical and 
non-descript Dee Road. 

Also this is not really an 
extension but simply a re¬ 
routing, of the same dis¬ 
tance from Lower Mortlake 
Road.

The 
scheme costs £25,000 a year to 
run, which is funded by church¬ 
es, police, Kingston Council, 
pubs and clubs as well as indi¬ 
vidual donations.

1950s India: Mr Higgins’ new book 


Why did you go to India 
and how long you were 
there for? 

I went to India as part of 
my first diplomatic post¬ 
ing and I was there for 
two years. It was the first 
time I had been abroad 
and I was very impressed 
with India. I travelled 
quite widely while I was 
there and decided to put 
my experiences on paper 
when I returned to Eng¬ 
land in 1960.1 attempted 
to take the reader along 
my travels and a brief 
glimpse into Pakistan, 
Nepal and Kashmir while 
giving some background 
at the same time. 

Why did you enter the 
diplomatic service? 

Well, before I enlisted in 
the diplomatic service, I 
was in the civil service 
which did not appeal. I’d 
left school at 17 and was 
in the Navy before that. 
You could say that my 


path was determined by 
my degree, which was in 
economics and included a 
module on Common¬ 
wealth affairs. My life fol¬ 
lowed on from that 
degree. 

Why did you decide to 
have the book pub¬ 
lished so long after you 
wrote it? 

It was my son who 
thought I should have it 
published. At the time I 
wrote it, the diplomatic 
service didn’t think it was 
appropriate to be pub¬ 
lished. He resurrected the 
book. 

Are there any particu¬ 
lar moments in the 
book you’d like to talk 
about? 

There is a particularly 
tongue-in-cheek moment 
in chapter three about not 
going out after dark and 
to beware of the tigers. 
Another part of the book 


talks about the schools I 
encountered and how the 
youngsters operated at 
the school without desks 
and paper. 

You live in Kingston. 
What do you do when 
you’re in town? 

I’ve lived here now for at 
least 20 years and my wife 
and I have a lovely house 
overlooking the Thames. 

It is very tranquil. I spend 
a lot of my time in 
Kingston although my 
wife would prefer to live 
in Cheshire. I try to work 
in both areas. At my age I 
do not do a great deal. I 
swim quite a bit, especial¬ 
ly during the summer 
when I try to swim twice 
a day every day.

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Time to get in a fix? 


Interest rates are at an all-time low, but for how long? Anna Smith looks 
at whether now’s a good time to switch to a fixed-rate mortgage 


Many homeowners rejoiced when the Bank of 
England dropped the base rate to its lowest ever 
at 0.5 per cent. Repayments on tracker mort¬ 
gages nosedived, and many on fixed-rate deals 
have switched to cheaper standard variable 
rate loans when their deals expired. But with an 
imminent rise predicted, it means there’s no 
time like the present to lock into a fixed-rate 
mortgage. 


the base rate, which is fine when official rates 
stand at 0.5 per cent, but can be a bit scary if 
they rise to five per cent, meaning you’re paying 
seven per cent interest - a great big chunk of 
money on the cost of a house. 


What is a fixed-rate mortgage? 

Under a fixed-rate deal, the interest rate the bor¬ 
rower pays stays the same during the term, typi¬ 
cally two, three or five years, although longer 
terms are available for 10 or even 25 years. By 
contrast, a variable rate mortgage moves up and 
down as the Bank of England base rate changes. 
The main type is a tracker deal, whose rate 
changes automatically to match the base rate. 


The benefits of a fixed-rate deal 

Fixed rate mortgages have the advantage of 
giving people the security of knowing exactly 
what their monthly repayments will be through¬ 
out the mortgage term. 

Variable rate deals are a good idea when inter¬ 
est rates are falling, but it’s important borrow¬ 
ers don’t focus too much on the initial rate they 
will pay, and consider how affordable the loan 
would be when interest rates go back up. 

Most trackers for new borrowers currently 
charge a margin of around two per cent above 


What now? 

The sharp rise in swap rates (the borrowing 
rates between financial institutions) is expected 
to trigger a round of re-pricing among lenders. 

The move will be bad news for people looking 
to remortgage or buy a home, as around two- 
thirds of borrowers are opting for fixed-rate 
loans to take advantage of the current low 
borrowing costs before interest rates start to 
rise again. 

Ray Boulger, senior technical manager at mort¬ 
gage broker John Charcol, said: “We have seen 
another sharp rise in swap rates, following close¬ 
ly on from other recent increases. 

“The scale of the increase was large enough to 
be the straw that breaks the camel’s back, and as 
a result I expect several lenders to increase 
the cost of at least some of their fixed-rate 
mortgages over the next few days.” 


The rise is even bigger for three and five-year 
swap rates, with these increasing by 0.62 per 
cent during the same period, to stand at 3.11 per 
cent and 3.76 per cent respectively. 

Ten-year swap rates have also increased, rising 
by 0.44 per cent to 4.24 per cent since mid-May. 

The rise in funding costs comes at a time when 
lenders have increased the margins they charge 
on fixed-rate mortgages due to the increased 
risk of borrowers defaulting on their debt. The 
average cost of a two-year fixed rate loan is 
currently 4.68 per cent. 

The differential is a far cry from the situation 
in July 2007, when lenders were actually making 
a loss on two-year, fixed-rate deals, charging bor¬ 
rowers an average of 0.05 per cent less for the 
mortgages than two-year swap rates. 


Number crunching 

Two-year swap rates, upon which two-year fixed- 
rate mortgages are based, have soared from 1.98 
per cent on May 14 to 2.48 per cent on June 8, 
although they have since eased back slightly. 


A final word 

Mr Boulger warned increases in mortgage rates 
could stifle recent signs of recovery in the 
housing market. He said: “With most borrowers, 
including around 80 per cent of our clients, 
currently choosing a fixed-rate mortgage, if 
interest rates continue to rise, then the recovery 
in the housing market, which is based primarily 
on much-improved affordability as a result of 
the combination of lower house prices and lower 
interest rates, may well wobble. 

“The message for borrowers wanting to take a 
fixed rate is clear - get in now or miss out on the 
current relatively low rates.”

The price of the cut 


Nearly one in four Britons has can¬ 
celled their home insurance in a bid to 
save money during the economic down¬ 
turn, research has shown. 

Around 22 per cent of people said 
they’d either cancelled or not renewed 
their home contents cover during the 
past 12 months, while 17 per cent no 
longer have buildings insurance, ac¬ 
cording to the research by the Associa¬ 
tion of British Insurers. 

A further 13 per cent of people across 
the country have also ditched their life 
insurance as they try to cut down on 
their outgoings. 

However, the ABI warned cutting 
back on insurance was a false economy. 

Stephen Haddrill, the ABI's director 
general, said: “In these uncertain 
times, insurance provides a vital finan¬ 
cial safety net to steer individuals and 
families through the recession, as well 
as helping to provide long-term securi¬ 
ty. Ditching insurance or reducing your 
cover must only be a last resort.” 


An end in sight? 


After the doom and gloom of the eco¬ 
nomic crisis, it appears there’s a glim¬ 
mer of hope on the horizon. 

A leading think tank claims the UK 
has passed the bottom of the recession 
with a return to economic growth in 
April and May. 

The National Institute of Economic 
and Social Research (NIESR) said the 
economy hit a “trough” in March, but 
estimated there had been growth in 
gross domestic product. 

The group estimates UK output fell 0.9 
per cent in the three months to May 
after a decline of 1.5 per cent in the 
three months to April. 

NIESR admitted its monthly figures 
were subject to change, but said the pic¬ 
ture was “coherent with the broader 
picture of stabilisation”. 

“The monthly profile points to March 
as having been the trough of the depres¬ 
sion, with output rising in April and 
May,” it added. 

The prime minister's spokesman said: 
“There are clearly signs that the action 
the Government has taken is starting to 
have effect, but it remains a very, very 
difficult global situation that our busi¬ 
nesses are facing. 

“There is no room for complacency”

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A retirement storm is brewing 


A “perfect storm” of rising life 
expectancy, falling investment 
returns and declining pension 
contributions looks set to leave 
many people facing retirement 
poverty, a report warned. 

The stock market volatility is 
causing the value of pension funds 
to fall at a time when rising life 
expectancy is increasing the cost of 
pensions, according to HSBC Insur- 
ance.At the same time, companies 
are reducing the amount they 


contribute to workers’ pensions 
and the economic downturn has 
caused individuals to adopt short¬ 
term survival strategies, rather 
than focusing on their long-term 
needs. The group warned the cur¬ 
rent situation meant many people 
in the UK were likely to struggle to 
make ends meet during retirement, 
unless they urgently review their 
financial priorities and started 
planning for when they gave up 
work.

Whether it’s a village in York¬ 
shire, where you grew up, or the 
crashing cliffs of Dover, ‘home’ is 
most likely the place you’d like to 
have your ashes scattered or hold 
your funeral. But how do you do 
this if your eternal resting place 
is abroad? 

Repatriation - or having your 
body or remains sent abroad - has 
been in practice for centuries, 
says Brian Parsons, editor of the 
Funeral Services Journal. The 
requirements often vary from 
country to country. 

Gathering the documentation 

There’s no restriction on moving 
bodies within England and Wales, 
but as a general rule, if you’re 
planning a funeral elsewhere, you 
need the appropriate documents 
before you can proceed. 

There are five documents re¬ 
quired, says funeral director and 
repatriation expert Christopher 
Henley. A death certificate costs 
around £3.50 and allows the funer¬ 
al director to apply for a Free from 
Infection certificate. This con¬ 
firms there’s no reason the body 
or remains can’t be sent abroad. A 
notice of intention to remove a 
body out of England is needed 
from the registrar or coroner. And 
a further medical document from 
the embalmer and funeral direc¬ 
tor’s declaration is required. 

What next? 

The documents then go to the em¬ 
bassy of the destined country to 
be legalised, and a permit issued 
to allow the repatriation to take 
place. 


A full embalming will be neces¬ 
sary, as will a metal or zinc-lined 
coffin for transport. 

Costs vary according to the fu¬ 
neral director, airline carrier (for 
freight charges) and consular 
requirements, and it’s advisable to 
get a couple of quotes before you 
proceed. You’ll also have to make 
arrangements in the country of 
choice over whether you have the 
right to be buried there or not. We 
see repatriations every day, but 
it’s best to speak with your funeral 
director about just what it is you 
have in mind,” says Mr Henley.” 

Scattering ashes abroad 

Arranging for cremated remains 
to be taken out of the country also 
requires a death certificate, as 
well as a certificate from the 
crematorium and declaration of 


content from the funeral director. 

Requirements vary with air¬ 
lines, but at present, it’s most com¬ 
mon for the urn to be packed away 
safely within a suitcase and the 
original documents to be carried 
with you on the flight. 

“Sometimes the airline will want 
you to carry the remains along 
with the original documents - it 
depends on the carrier,” says Mr 
Henley. “Using airfreight or a 
courier is also possible, but is con¬ 
sequently more expensive.” 

Costs vary according to funeral 
directors, but you can expect to 
pay a flat fee for their services plus 
disbursement costs, such as 
freight charges or consul fees. 

So whether your ‘home’ is here 
or abroad, be sure to make your 
loved ones aware of any final 
wishes.

An additional bedroom could be the 
answer for people hoping to increase the 
value of their home during the market 
downturn, according to a report. 

Carrying out a loft conversion to create an 
extra bedroom and bathroom boosts the price 
of the average home by two per cent, says 
Nationwide. 

Creating an extra bedroom through an exten¬ 
sion is the next best way to increase the value 
of your property, adding around 11 per cent to 
its price, while a 10 per cent increase in floor 
space adds nearly five per cent to the cost of 
the typical home. This rises to seven per cent 
for a detached property. 

Although adding more space to a property 
could boost its value, the group revealed a 
home’s location was still the biggest factor 
that determined its price. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief 
economist, said: “In a buyer’s market, home- 
owners are keen to know which characteris¬ 
tics are likely to make their home relatively 
more attractive and which ones may detract 
from the price. 

“Location is still the biggest factor affecting 
the value of property, and a house in the best 
neighbourhood can command a price nearly 
50 per cent higher than a similar house in an 
average area. 

“However, other characteristics also have a 
significant influence on the desirability, 
and thus price, of property. For example, 
extending a property to accommodate an extra 
bedroom can add around 11 per cent to its 
price.”

Everything you 
need to know 
about retiring 
early.

The state retirement age may be 60 
for women and 65 for men at present, how¬ 
ever the majority of Brits would like to 
retire before they reach that grand, old 
age, according to a survey from the 
Department for Work and Pensions. 

Early retirement represents a chance to 
really make the most of your golden years 
by doing all the things you couldn’t while 
tied down to a job. 

You can count yourself lucky if, by the 
age of 35, you’ve already made your mil¬ 
lions and never again need to go into the 
office. It’s a luxury most of us can only 
dream of. Instead, we have to rely on our 
savings and pensions when deciding 
whether we can retire early and this 
requires some careful consideration. 

No more 9 to 5 

Nevertheless, the number of people quit¬ 
ting work before State Pension age 
remains high as people make the most of 
their retirement while they’re still 
healthy, have plenty of get up and go and 
are looking for new adventures. It’s an 
opportunity for doing all those things you 
wanted to do, not the things your boss 
thinks you should be doing. 

There’s no shortage of things that early 
retirees devote themselves to - whether 
it’s doing charitable work, taking the trip 
of a lifetime or learning new skills. 

However, it’s worth noting that in 2010, 
the government will raise the minimum 
age you can take your pension from 50 to 
55. This means that you’ll have to wait a 
further five years before you can draw on 
your private or company pensions. So if 
you want to retire before 55, you’ll have to 
rely on your personal savings or lucrative 
investments. 

Saving for your future 

It’s vital to begin planning early. Many

up with additional voluntary contribu¬ 
tions (AVCs). Following legal reforms 
to the pension system in 2006, you’re now 
allowed to contribute as much as 100 per 
cent of your income to your fund, up to a 
maximum of £235,000. 

There are also many provisions for un¬ 
locking pensions in the case of ill-health. 
If you’re unable to continue working, you 
may well be eligible for a pension calcu¬ 
lated on the amount you would have 
acquired had you continued to work until 
normal retirement age. 

Be sure to research your entitlements. If 
you’re suffering from an illness that’s 
likely to reduce your life expectancy, you 
may also be eligible for increased annuity 
payments, which can add as much as 35 
per cent to your income. 

Plan now, play later 

In the current economic climate, early 
retirement is proving more difficult. Pen¬ 
sion funds have lost tax benefits and an¬ 
nuities are paying out lower rates. As we 
continue to live longer, our pension funds 
have to be bigger than ever before. If you 
do retire early, it’s worth shopping around 
for annuities and considering alterna¬ 
tives such as unit-linked annuity or 
income drawdown, which provide a better 
chance for your pension to mature. 

It’s important to get your finances in 
order. Once you retire, you can then start 
worrying about more important things in 
life, like tending to your garden or book¬ 
ing that holiday you deserve.

An increasing number of 
people are turning to 
advice charities about 
redundancy and debt 
problems. 

Citizens Advice said 
enquiries about redun¬ 
dancy had soared 179 per 
cent during the first three 
months of the year 
compared with the same 
period of 2008. There was 
a 21 per cent increase in 
people wanting help with 
debt problems too. 

The charity said debt 
remained the biggest issue 
it dealt with during the 12 
months to the end of 
March, with the group 
advising on 1.93 million 
new debt problems during 
the year, 11 per cent more 
than the previous 12 
months. 

Citizens Advice said on 
average its clients owed 
£16,971, and it would take 
about 93 years to repay 
the money at a level that 
they could afford. 

It said the most common 
reasons people gave for 
getting into debt were 
having a low income, over¬ 
commitment, having an 


illness or disability or 
losing their job. 

But others also blamed 
their situation on 
irresponsible lending, 
poor financial skills and 
increases in the cost of 
living. Overall, the group 
said it had advised on six 
million new problems 
during the year, helping 
nearly two million people. 
Its website also received 
8.8 million visits. 

Citizens Advice received 
a £10 million funding 
boost from the Govern¬ 
ment in the Pre-Budget 
Report, to enable it to 
extend opening hours at 
85 per cent of its bureaux 
for 14 months to help meet 
extra demand during the 
recession. 

David Harker, chief exec¬ 
utive of Citizens Advice, 
said: “These new figures 
show the human impact of 
the recession. A recent 
funding boost has enabled 
us to see more clients and 
train more advisers, but 
we are expecting to see 
many more people strug¬ 
gling with severe debt and 
related problems.”

A helping hand 
through the crunch 


Equity release loans are increasingly being 
taken by pensioners to help their adult 
children, says Jez Smadja 


In this tumultuous economic 
climate, things can be difficult for 
people heading towards or already 
in retirement.

Blow to current account customers 


HSBC dealt its packaged account 
customers a blow when it 
emerged the group will no 
longer pay interest on the 
current account. 

Consumers previously received 
returns of two per cent on the 
first £1,000 they held in the 
group’s Bank Account Plus, which 
costs £12.95 a month but includes 
a range of benefits such as free 
travel insurance, breakdown 


cover and identity theft protec¬ 
tion. But HSBC is cutting the in¬ 
terest it pays on the account to 
0 per cent, regardless of how 
much consumers have in it. 

An HSBC spokesman said: “The 
HSBC Plus no longer offers credit 
interest, but it does provide pref¬ 
erential rates for both borrowing 
and saving, including offering 
customers the option to save up to 
£250 per month in our regular sav¬ 


ings account and earn 10 per cent 
AER.” 

Louise Bond, personal finance 
manager at uSwitch.com, said: 
“This is pretty disappointing as 
the packaged deal costs con¬ 
sumers £146.40 per year. Previous¬ 
ly, these customers received 2 per 
cent on balances of up to £1,000 
which could have earned them 
anything up to £20 per year in in¬ 
terest.”

Malden Wanderers collapsed 
to a crushing 108-run defeat at 
the hands of Guildford in Sat¬ 
urday’s Surrey Championship 
Premier Division clash. 

The day’s events started well 
for Malden, with David 
Balcombe and Neil Mander 
bowling exceptionally well in 
tandem to restrict Guildford’s 
batters. 

Simon Crampton and Wal¬ 
ters continued to apply the 
pressure and, at lunch, Malden 
appeared to be on top with 
Guildford stalling at 70-3. 

A patient innings by Dean 
Skidmore (37) provided the 
support for Carmen Mapa- 
tuna, who appeared to change 
gear as the Guildford innings 
suddenly came to life. 

Mapatuna quickly acceler¬ 
ated to 101 before he was caught 
in the deep, but then some lusty 
blows from Tinoi Christie (44 
off 21 balls, including four 
sixes) saw the momentum 
swing in Guildford’s favour. 

Malden were shell-shocked 
as they opened their innings, 
with both openers dismissed 
in quick succession. 

Surrey duo Walters (34) and 
Laurie Evans looked to exert 
some authority on the Guild¬ 
ford attack, but loose shot 
selection saw Malden go into 
tea at 65-5.

South has not made the 
second round since beating 
Italian Francesca Schiavone 
two years ago and will find out 
her first-round opponent 
tomorrow. 

The New Malden ace was one 
of five Brits given a wildcard 
to the main draw at SW19 and 
is adamant she will be the 


shining light at the All Eng¬ 
land Club. 

“I’m pleased with how my 
game is progressing and am 
really looking forward to Wim¬ 
bledon,” added South. 

“I’m moving in the right 
direction and feel that, on my 
day, I can beat anybody and, 
hopefully, I can prove that at 
Wimbledon. 

“I think people are starting 
to realise that the Brits are 
doing well and starting to com¬ 
pete on a world stage.”
